Secretary  Northrop'.*  Lecture. 

We  would  again  call  the  attention  of 
our  readers  to  the  lecture  by  Secretary 
Northrop  on  Friday  eveuing,  iu  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Clinrch. 

Among  the  most  distinguished  educa¬ 
tors  in  car  country  Mr.  Northrop  stsnds 
very  prominent.  For  several  years  he 
was  connected  with  the  Massachusetts 
State  Board  of  Education,  from  which 
position  he  was  called  to  take  charge  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  Connecticut,  as 
Scoretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
that  State. 

He  has  traveled  extensively  in  Europe, 
inspecting  the  best  methods  of  instruct¬ 
ion  there,  and  few  men  in  oar  land  have 
labored  more  earnestly  to  advance  the 
interests  of  education  in  our  country. 
He  bos  just  completed  a  course  of  lec¬ 
tures  iu  Baltimore,  addressing  crowded 
houses  even  in  a  state  not  noted  for  its 
interest  iu  public  education,  and  receiv¬ 
ing  for  the  same  a  high  pecuniary  com¬ 
pensation.  We  have  seldom  called  the 
attention  of  our  readers  to  a  lecture  I 
which  we  are  so  sure  will  interest  every  I 
thoughtful  mind,  and  we  very  earnestly  I 
hope  that  our  ^citizens  generally,  for  1 
their  own  sake*.  by  a  full  atteu  dance  will 
prove  thiir  appreciation  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  so  generously  provided  for  them 
by  a  few  of  our  public  spirited  citizens. 


New  Jersey  Legislature. 

On  Monday  a  bill  was  introduced  re¬ 
specting  special  elections.  It  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  a  registration  in  cases  where  a 
special  election  is  made  necessary  by  the 
vacancy  of  an  office  during  the  time  for 
which  the  last  incumbent  was  elected.  It 
providas  that  the  County  Clerk  shall 
give  notice  of  a  reviidon  of  the  registry 
of  the  last  general  election  five  days  be¬ 
fore  the  Saturday  preceding  the  Tues¬ 
day  on  which  the  election  is  to  be  held. 
The  registry  is  to  be  revised  upon  one 
day  ODly  instead  of  two,  as  is  the  case  in 
general  elections. 

Bills  were  also  introduce  to  repeal  an 
act  concerning  brokers’  frauds  ;  to  au¬ 
thorize  cities  to  control  fares,  tracks,  etc., 
of  horse  railroads,  limiting  fare  to  five 
cents  and  authorizing  cars  to  be  ru#» 
without  consent  of  townships  ;  to  extend 
lien  law  to  married  women’s  property  ; 
to  authorize  employees  to  suo  railroad 
companies  for  wages  ;  to  extend  juris¬ 
diction  of  justices  to  8300  ;  to  authorize 
lawyers  to  sue  for  fees.  The  House  an 
tborized  an  examination  into  the  man* 
sgrment  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and 
passed  the  bill  to  prohibit  the  expendi¬ 
ture  by  county,  township  or  city  boards 
of  more  than  their  appropriations.  A 
new  school  law  was  introdu  eed  by  Speak¬ 
er  Curscallen.  The  repealer  of  the  Belle¬ 
ville  city  charter  was  reconsidered.  And 
a  new  bill  will  be  introduced.  The  bill 
to  appropriate  010,000  tor  the  Centen¬ 
nial  w  as  reported. 

In  the  Joiut  Committee  a  general  law 
for  Sheriffs,  drawn  by  Mr.  Howelir  was 
discussed  at  some  leugth  and  received 
most  fuvorable  consideration.  Among 
tne  amendments  proposed  and  accepted 
in  committee  is  one  providing  that  in 
rase  of  the  office  becoming  vacant  by  the 
death  of  its  occnpant,  the  Governor  is  to 
appoint  a  Sheriff  to  fill  the  place  nnti 
the  next  general  election.

— Fifty  thousand  Hebrews  carry  on 
business  in  the  United  States. 

— An  additional  fine-art  building  will 
be  put  up  at  the  Exposition..

The  courts  of  Utah  are  closed  because 
there  is  no  money  to  pay  witnesses  and 
jurors. 

— A  widow  has  jost  died  in  Rome  and 
left  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  cash 
to  the  rope.
